Savages  have  no  trouble  with  trusts; 
neither  would  anarchists  if  they  oould 
realise  their  ideal  and  abolish  all  law.

(Xune  either  savages  or  anarchists  to  get 
rid  of  the  evils  of  trusts,  great  as  they

Our 
Sugar,  Steel  Rail,  Steel  Billet.  Nail 
and  Window  Cluss  trusts  are  samples 
of  those  that  arc  almost  entinly  tariff 
trusts.  They  might  exist  were  tiiere  no 
tariff,  but  it  would  be  only  because  they 
can  produce  more  economically  than  can 
small  prudai  T  y  c  uld  no  longer 
make  exorbitant  iu^u.  poly  pr<  fits. 

Wliat  are  termed  "natural  monopo¬ 
lies"  can  best  be  dealt  with  cither  by 
gove  rnment  ownership  or  control  cr  by 
taxing  them  to  death.  Municipal  own- 
endup  of  ga«.  water  and  electric  light 
plants  has  everywhere  demonstrated  Its 
superiority  to  private  ownership.  It 
ah'  aid  be  greatly  extended  and  shoalil 
include  docks  and  perhaps  also  grain 
elevators  and  telephones  Railroad*, 
lik;-  rivern,  canals  and  public  highways, 
are  natural  monopolies  and  should  be 
owned  and  operated  or  owned  and  leased 
for  short  period*  by  federal,  state  and 
municipal  governments.  There  is  no 
other  way  of  keeping  monopoly  profits 
favni  going  into  private  pockets  or  if
